laughable to us of 1923.

laugh too confidently. For future gener- 
ations will dig into our newspapers and 
laugh at many of the best of our modern 
devices and institutions. The airplane, for 
instance, is just as crude now compared 
with what it will be in the future, as the 
cordwood-burning locomotive, hauling 
passenger cars that looked like stage- 
coaches, even to the detail of side brakes, 
seems when we compare it with the snort- 
ing steel monster that rushes our fast 
trains through the night. Everything 
becomes antiquated and ridiculous—it is 
just a matter of time. 


: ANALYZING THE BRITISH NOTE 


Great Britain makes two clear lead- 


ing statements in its recent, strong note 
on the Ruhr situation- First, it declares 
that the amount which Germany should 
pay to all the powers is the maximum 
asaouat that Germany can pay. Second, 
it declares that it is willing to waive part 
of its claim against Germany in order to 
effectuate a complete settlement.

points brought out in the endeavor <o 
force Belgium and France to a com- 
promise. Another point, of equal im- 
portance, is that Germany's ability to 
pay. as well as her capacity to pay, will 
be reduced by methods pursued by France 
and Belgium, The assertion that occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr is violation of the Ver- 
sailles treaty is an intimation that Brit- 
ain, if the Ruhr is not evacuated, will 
take *he whole subject to international 
conrt. 


Common sense reveals that a people 


can pay a certain maximum amount, and 
that the maximum can be established 
only by impartial investigation. Com- 
mon sense indicates, likewise, tJiat a na- 
tion must not only have capacity to pay, 
but ability, and that measures which halt 
industrial production and cause econom- 
ic chaos impair this ability to pay. 


France and Belgium were justified in 


resorting to a punitive policy. 
Germany 


never has shown good faith: cm the con- 
trary, she has consistently attempted to 
evade her ethical obligations. 
On the 


other. Great Britain talks common sense. 
Once the capacity of Germany to pay her 
debts is established, the nations can use 
economic plans to compel payment. In 
fact, the strongest force which could be 
applied is economic. 
Germany will have 


to borrow gold, and the loan arrange- 
ments would arbitrarily oblige 
fulfill- 


ment of pledges.

It may be that the United States, 


Italy and Britain will decide what Ger- 
many can pay; that is, that they will have 
a joint commission of experts do so. Ger- 
many will be bound 'to adopt this maxi- 
mum, and the debtors will have no other 
basis for collecting account due. Ap- 
parently. England is tired of German 
trickery and what she thinks are Fran- 
co-Belgian mistakes. 


COAL STRIKE TO BE PREVENTED 


President Coolidge and the Federal 


Coal commission may rely on having vig- 
orous support from the public generally 
in preventing a coal miners' strike. The 
commission was appointed to find means 
of determining wage and work questions 
in the coal industry and also protecting 
the interests of the people. 


It is enough, as has *bften been said, 


to give owners or operators and workers 
the fullest chance to compose their diffi- 
culties without interference. If they can- 
not agree, they must be ready to accept 
mediation or arbitration? and to abide by 
it. 


Both operators and workers havve im- 


portant rights, as they constitute the in- 
dustry. 
But coal deposits are 
natural 


resources and coal is a public necessity, 
and both operators and workers must 
realize that public rights are greater/than 
theirs. 
| 


Should there be cessation of produc- 


tion, or reduction of output, the goven- 
ment would be justified in' either operat- 
ing the mines or superintending opera- 
tion. - The government would be justified 
in operating coal trains./or superintend- 
ing their operation. , 


Public opinion is unquestionably in 


sympathy with the Federal Coal com- 
mission and, would back up the govern- 
ment in seeing that thete is "ho interrup- 
tion of coal production.

except New England, the general public 
gave but little thought to Vice President 
Calvin }l!

Health Talk®

RELIEF OF NEURITIS 


It stands to reason that there is no particular 


remedy or treatment which can give benefit India 
crlmlnately applied In all cases of neuritis. Tho 
treatment must bo adapted to the Individual re> 
qulrcments, for the causes and manifestations of 
neuritis are seldom alike In any group of cases— 
real nerve inflammation, that Is, and not tho vague 
aches or pains which some folks ascribe to "neuri- 
tis.'' 
Sound treatment of neuritis therefore calls 


for the knowledge and skill of the physician. Per1 
sons afflicted with what Is or what they Imagine 
to be neuritis often prolong the disability and post 
pono recovery by trying this and that treatment 
which purports to be good for-neurltls. Tho usual 
duration of an attack of neuritis is several months, 
oven In the slightest cases which may be reasonably 
assumed to be nerve Inflammation the duration 
is several weeks. It is erroneous to refer to fleet 
ing achos or pains which last only a low hours or a 
few days as "neuritis." 


In severe neuritis the first essential is rest. If 


the inflammation is limited sto one nerve, say the 
sciatic nerve or the musculo spinal, the affected 
limb is placed in a suitable dressing, splints, sling 
or other support which will retain tho limb in a 
comfortably flexed position without any voluntary 
muscle action. 


Warmth or heat applied by various means will 


generally afford much relfef tt> the pain of neuri- 
tis. In sciatica, prolonoged hot sitz baths, the water 
containing a handful or two of Epsom salts or off 
plain salt, give much comfort. Heat applied by 
various kinds of electrical apparatus is perhaps 
not so good as moist heat,-, though it is handier 
to use: sometimes the machinery itself impresses 
the patient. The application of electricity is quite 
another matter and may be of great value in cer- 
tain cases of neuritis. Of course electricity should 
bo applied only In such form or at such times 
as the physician deems advisable. Electricity can 
do harm when applied without knowledge of the 
pathology of neuritis. 


In the later stage of neuritis, after the acute in- 


flammation has subsided and the pain has ceased or 
become less severe, massage of the region affected 
is a useful adjunct of treatment. Among the nerve 
functions which are Impaired when a nerve js in-, 
flamed is the regulation of circulation in the muscles 
and the skin of the region affected. Massage aids in 
maintaining better circulation. It would be a grave 
mistake ^and perhaps cause serious harm to begin 
massage in the earlier stage of neuritis—a mistake 
which some niislnformed victims make to their sor- 
row. 


Still later In the course of neuritis a carefully ad- 


justed system of exercises for the affected group of 
muscles aids in restoration. When to begin exercise 
Tind what exercises to employ is even more import- 
ant for the physician to decide than Is the question 
of using electricity or massage.

Answer—Hyperthyroidism Is the name given to 


the state of excited functioning of the whole system 
from the stimulation produced by excessive thyroid 
gland secretion. 
It occurs from emotional injury 


and sometimes from the effects of fevers and focal 
infections of the thyroid gland. It would be unwise 
to give Iodine unless by direction of the-.attending 
physician. It is better to remove the cause from 
the patient or the patient from the cause if possi- 
able. and then a prolonged course of open air rest 
treatment perhaps.

Proper Care Of Battery Is Nec- 


essary To Obtain Satis- 


factory Service

In order that a storage battery may 


give the best of service it Is possible 
for It to give, it Is necessary that it 
jeceive a reasonable amount of care 
and attention rather than waiting un- 
til it is exhausted before the motorist 
knows there is such a thing as a bat- 
tery on your car, or how to take care 
of it. If the following general rules 
are followed with reasonable care the 
operation of any good make of lead 
storage battery should be quite satis 
factory. 


Add nothing but pure water or sul- 


phuric acid electrolyte of the proper 
specifl* gravity to the cells. 
Under 


no condition try to operate your bat- 
tery by adding a non-freezing solution 
of any kind. Water must be added fre- 
quently enough to keep the plates 
covered as they may be seriously dam- 
aged If allowed to be exposed for any 
length of time. It will be found nec- 
essary to add water more frequently 
in warm weather than in cool or cold 
weather, and for this reason It is best 
to make it a rule to remove the vent 
plugs and add the water once a week 


.In freezing 
mor very cold weather, 


the water should be added just before 
the car Is started in order that the wa- 
ter and electrolyte in the cell may be- 
come thoroughly mixed while the bat- 
tery is charging. The water is light- 
er than the acid and would remain at 
the top of the cell and 
probably 


freeze, but If charged 
immediately, 


the bubbles of gas 'formed when the 
cell is charging will serve thoroughly 
to mix the water and the electrolyte. 
Be careful not to add too much water 
as the cell will boil over 
when It 


starts to gas and some of the electro* 
yte will be lost, and it should be re- 
placed with new electrolyte rather 
than water In order that the specific 
gravity of the electrolyte

may remain practically constant for a 
fully charged condition of the cell.

Postoffice Department Urges 


Improvement In Appearance 


Of Rural Mail Boxes 


Postmaster William H. Zuehlke has 


been asked by th» postmaster general 
to give particular attention to the ap- 
pearance of rural mail box^s when 
making his semi-annual Inspection of 
the. rural routes. 


It is the desire of the postal depart 


ment to improv» the appearance of 
he b'c-xes. but it *ceks to accomplish 
this without compulsory methods. It 
appeals to the pride of the rural 
patrons and the community. 


As a rule, the appearance of mail 


boxes is very unsatisfactory- *' is 
said. This Is on account of the fact 
that the galvanized or aluminum fin- 
ish wears off and in some cases the 
box begin* to rust. It Is the purpose 
of the department to improve the gen 
eral appearance of the boxes, not only 
as a credit to the postal service but 
also to the community. 


It is desirable that all mail boxes 


painted white and that the name of 
the family head b» painted or sten 
ciled in neat letter", one inch high on 
«ach side of the box. The post or 
support should also be painted white, 
as this not only improves the appear 
ance but adds' materially to the life 
of the posts. 
Thj boxes and post-; 


should be painted at least once a year, 
it is suggested. 


Postmasters 
are not required to 


withdraw mall service from patrons 
who refuse to comply, unless the box- 
es are no longer waterproof or are 
otherwise unfit for use.
